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Legacy of laughter 


CHICAGO ROOTS 

The son of Ruth and Nathan Ramis, who owned Ace Food & Liquor Mart on the West Side 
before moving the store and family to Rogers Park, Harold Ramis graduated from Senn High 
School and Washington University in St. Louis. For his first professional writing gig, he contrib- 
uted freelance arts stories to the Chicago Daily News in the mid-1960s. He also wrote and ed- 
ited Playboy magazine’s “Party Jokes” before and during his Second City days. 


Harold Ramis, one of 
Chicago’s most iconic 
filmmakers, dies at 69

Harold Ramis was one of Hollywood’s most 
successful comedy filmmakers when he moved 
his family from L.A. back to the Chicago area 
in 1996. His career was still thriving, with 
“Groundhog Day” acquiring almost instant 
classic status upon its 1993 release and 1984’s 
“Ghostbusters” ranking among the highest- 
grossing comedies of all time, but the writer- 
director wanted to return to the city where he’d 
launched his career as a Second City performer. 

“There’s a pride in what I do that other 
people share because I’m local, which in L.A. 
is meaningless; no one’s local,” Ramis said upon 
the launch of the first movie he directed after 
his move, the 1999 mobster-in-therapy comedy 
‘Analyze This,” another hit. “It’s a good thing. I 
feel like I represent the city in a certain way” 


Ramis, a longtime North Shore resident, 
was surrounded by family when he died at 
12:53 Monday from complications of auto- 

immune inflammatory vasculitis, a rare disease 
that involves swelling of the blood vessels, his 
wife Erica Mann Ramis said. He was 69. 

Ramis’ serious health struggles began in 
May 2010 with an infection that led to compli- 
cations related to the autoimmune disease, his 
wife said. Ramis had to relearn to walk but suf- 
fered a relapse of the vasculitis in late 2011, said 
Laurel Ward, vice president of development at 
Ramis’ Ocean Pictures production company 
Ramis leaves behind a formidable body 


of work, with writing credits on such endur- 
ing comedies as “National Lampoon’s Animal 
House” (which upon its 1978 release catapulted 
the film career of John Belushi, with whom Ra- 
mis acted at Second City), “Stripes” (1981) and 
“Ghostbusters” (in which Ramis also co-starred) 
plus such directing efforts as “Caddyshack” 
(1980), “National Lampoon’s Vacation” (1983), 
“Groundhog Day” and ‘Analyze This.” 

Previously he was the first head writer 
(and a performer) on Second City’s ground- 
breaking TV series “Second City Television 
(SCTV)” (1976-79). More recently he directed 
episodes of NBC’s “The Office.” 


Ramis’ comedies were often wild, silly and 
tilting toward anarchy, but they also were ce- 
rebral and iconoclastic, with the filmmaker 
heeding the Second City edict to work at the 
top of one’s intelligence. This combination of 
smart and gut-bustingly funny led a genera- 
tion of comedic actors and filmmakers— in- 
cluding Judd Apatow, Jay Roach, Peter Lar- 
relly Jake Kasdan and Adam Sandler— to cite 
him as a key inspiration. 

“When I was 15, I interviewed Harold for 
my high school radio station, and he was the 
person that I wanted to be when I was grow- 
ing up,” said Apatow, who later would cast Ra- 
mis as Seth Rogen’s father in “Knocked Up” 
and would produce Ramis’ final movie, “Year 
One.” “His work is the reason why so many 
of us got into comedy We grew up on ‘Second 
City TV’ and ‘Ghostbusters,’ ‘Vacation,’ Ani- 
mal House,’ ‘Stripes,’ ‘Meatballs’ [which Ra- 
mis co-wrote}; he literally made every single 
one of our favorite movies.”

Two insiders break down 
rising stars in country

Despite country music’s recent surge in 
popularity, the uninitiated still may not 
know whom to listen to outside of, say, 
Carrie Underwood. RedEye reached out 
to Billboard magazine’s Andrew Hampp 
and Annie Reuter, a New York-based writ- 
er focusing on country music for outlets 
like CBS radio, via phone for their tips on 
navigating the modern country scene. 

On Kacey Musgraves: “She’s an anoma- 
ly She’s taking off in the coasts and sings 
about more liberal-minded subjects. She’s 
kind of a gateway drug in regards to mod- 
ern country music,” Hampp said. Reuter 
adds, “She’s bringing taboo topics to the 
forefront with songs like ‘Follow Your Ar- 
row’ That’s why she’s touring with folks 
like Katy Perry She connects with the pop 
crowd as much as the country crowd.” 

And yet: Hampp doesn’t believe newer 
acts like Musgraves have taken hold in 
Nashville, Tenn., the genre’s home base. 
“Country still depends on radio play more 
than other genres,” he said. ‘Artists still 
have to adhere to that traditional format 
to get airplay and popularity Even Taylor 
Swift had to make a country version of 
‘We Are Never Ever Getting Back To- 
gether’ because the song was leaning too 
pop.” 

Men and more men: “If you look at our 
country airplay chart right now, there’s 
only one woman in the Top 25. Otherwise, 
it’s all males. With there being so many 
solo male artists in country singing about 
trucks, girls or beer, it can be hard to dif- 
ferentiate between them,” Hampp said. 

Names to watch out for: Reuter rec- 
ommends Brandy Clark, Brett Eldredge 
(“He’s a good gateway for folks getting 
into country Very soulful, almost blues- 
y”) and Kip Moore, who along with 
Musgraves opens for Lady Antebellum 
on Wednesday at Allstate Arena. Hampp 
recommends Dan + Shay, who he notes 
share management with Justin Bieber 
and are writing songs for the new Rascal 
Flatts album.

With songs like “Merry 
Go ’Round,” Musgraves has 
acknowledged country music and 
small-town cliches and then put 
her fresh, sarcastic twist on them. 
Next she can look past these ele- 
ments and really carve out her own 
niche without commenting on 
anyone else’s. m.p. 

MINIMIZE WORDPLAY 

Though Musgraves has a clever, 
insightful way with words, some 
of her lyrics (primarily on “Silver 
Lining”) come a little close to Owl 
City-esque cutesiness for comfort. 
Again: Owl City is terrible, and 
KM is awesome. She just needs to 
be careful. m.p. 

EXPAND YOUR REACH 

A whole new audience was ex- 
posed to Musgraves’ talent when 
“Undermine,” a song she co-wrote 
with Trent Dabbs, was sung by Ju- 
liette Barnes (Hayden Panettiere) 
on “Nashville.” Musgraves should 
look for other TV shows and 
movies in need of a pinch

SEEK OUT MENTORS 

Country music is home to one of 
the grandest traditions of them 
all— the Grand Ole Opry a place 
where musicians young and old 
come together to share their 
passion.
